It  has  perverted  the  original 
nature  of  man,  enseiidered  in  his  breast  the  de- 
siruciive  sjiirit  of  party  zeal  and  malevolence,  niul 
hlonifd  all  the  finest  and  most  noble  sensibilities 
«.'l  its  willingly-oppressed  subjects.  It  has  woii- 
jioiily  tran:i>leil  upon  the  valuable  dictates  of  pure 
mo-aliiy,  while  it  has  rashly  abused  and  reviled 
the  holy  principles  of  genuine  religion.

It  cao,  therefore,  be  over- 
coiiic  and  removed.  But  the  momentous  ques¬ 
tion  returns,  bow?  A  few  remnrks  will  now  be 
olfered  in  answer  to  this  question  of  universal  in¬ 
terest. 

1.  Let  men  learn  the  utility  of  reasoning  in' 
their  investigations  of  religious  principles,  us  well 
as  of  \\\c\t  te.mporal  matters.  It  iias  ever  been  the 
case,  that  men  who  would  reason  |ihilusophicalIy 
and  logi'.'ally,  and  arrive  at  just  conclusions,  upon 
almost  any  woildly  subject,  would  immediately, 
wtien  the  subject  of  religion  waj  introduced,  pro- 
iiibit  the  c-xercise  of  reason  entirely  ;  and,  under 
tiic  bewildering  impulse  of  tradition,  fanaiicUm, 
or  a  blimi  ami  reckless  zeal  firr  God,  which  was 
directly  contrary  to  kmrwiedge,  flatly  contradict 
every  true  principle  of  moral  itature,  truth,  and 
consistency.  But  error  has  been  ilieir  lca'?her, 
and  they  have  proved  iheinselves  faithful  [lupiis. 
They  have  been  repeatedly’  assured,  that  reason 
was  always  carnal that  it  never  hail  any  thing 
to  Jo  with  religio.’i,  and  should,  therefore,  be  whol¬ 
ly  ilijcardcd  when  religion  came  under  considera¬ 
tion.  Ai'.d  it  is  in  this  deceptive  and  dogmatical 
way,  that  error  has  so  Iona  and  so  generally  tri¬ 
umphed,  and  the  world  suflered  under  its  usurped 
end  relentless  dominion.  Now,  Irt  reason  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hei  rightful  seat  iu  the  n.ind,  ami  [lermit 
her  to  exercise  her  office,  os  well  in  religious  in¬ 
vestigations  as  in  matters  of  minor  importance, 
and  the  dcspoiistii  of  this  monster  of  rlcccplioii  and 
darkness,  will  be  uiateriully  weakened  and  ex- 
prrseJ. 

2.  Let  men  learn  to  examine  reKgioiis  principles 
carefully  and  impartially,  before  they  (ido|)t  or 
reject  them.  Under  error’s  dicinlion  and  iiiflu- 
ence,  men  have  geneially  been  in  the  hubit  of 
adopting  their  religious  theories  |)renialtjrely,  ig¬ 
norantly,  ihkI  blindly,  nnd  then  of  defend'ng  them 
with  weapons  di|)ped  in  the  scalding  lara  of  heart¬ 
less  bigotry  and  insatiable  barbarity.  Examina- 
tion  acd  careful  investigniion  of  religious  senti¬ 
ments,  anterior  to  their  ree^pii'rn  and  ado|>tion, 
have  to«)  long  and  too  generally  been  tiegleeted, 
wfnie  error,  with  its  black  and  ruthless  progeny, 
has  ingeniously  profited  by  the  neglect. 

Let  no  religious  sentiment,  then,  be  patronized 
orembrnced,  without  close  and  critical  examina¬ 
tion,  whether  it  comes  51  mtiog  iir  assumed  majesty 
on  the  broad  ctirreni  of  |  rqiulatity,  or  appears 
from  the  desert,  clothed  in  frighifsl  oosliime.  Kx- 
ercise,  therefore,  the  n.shlc  (iiculiy  of  reason,  which 
God  has  kindly  hestoweri  ujioti  us,  and  by  the  be- 
stowrnent  of  which,  he  has  disiinguislied  us  as 
lords  of  this  lower  creatioii,  and  examine  with  se- 
duhras  and  critical  attention,  every  moral  senti- 
rirent  ami  propositic  n  w  hich  niay  be  presented  for 
your  accrpinncc.  Let  this  course  he  generally 
pursued,  ami  Gospe!  truth  will  soon  prevail  over 
I eligioiis  error  ;  superstition,  fanaticism,  jiersecu- 
lion,  and  ntoral  ir.atlness,  will  be  superseded  by 
mercy,  mildness,  and  peace  among  mankind; 
contending  sods  will  hecome  united  in  one  spirit 
of  love  and  forbearance,  while  their  nun. erous  and 
contradictory  creeds,  which  neither  maker  nor  re- 
ci()ient  lia*'e  over  cxarnirictl,  investigatf t?,  or  uo- 
ders’ood,  will  be  consigned  to  the  oldivi«n  which 
they  6<»  richly  merit,  ao'l  human  sotii  iy  wear  a 
new  and  much  more  glorious  nspeet,  than  i:  ever 
has  in  all  past  time.  May  God  hasten  on  tl«
